Philip Miller remarked that there were three or four 
permanent varieties of this fpecies^ which he had not found to 
change by cultivation* He enumerates one with white, another 
vich red, and a third with pale blue flowers and white feeds. 
The variety figured at No. 1005 ^^ ^^^ work is ftill more re* 
narkablethan any of thefe, and has been publiftied by Jacquih 
in his Hortus Schoenbrunenfis^ v. 3. pi. 261, as a diftinft 
fpccics, under the name of Ipomcea difcolor. Weinmann, in 
lus Phytanthozaiconographia, vol. 2. tab. 414 and 415, has 
figured four varieties, one of which has a confiderable re- 
fcnblance to our prefent plant, having blue and white flowers 
^th five red bands ; but the colours are not fo neatly defined^ 
being rather in blotches than ftripes. 

The Honourable William Herbert communicated the 
Vecimen from which our drawing was taken, with a remark 
M- be had raifed it from feeds for five generations, without 
l^ferving any difpofition in it to change its characters. We

at Mr. Knight's exotic nurfery, during the prefent Tuinmcr, a 
flower of the ufual purple colour upon the very fame ftem 
"with others like our drawing. This obfervation is decifive with 
refpeft to its claim to be confidered as a diftinfl: fpecies. 

Mr. Herbert informs us, that it ripens feeds freely in the 
greenhoufe, but not fo readily in the open ground. Thi« 
gentleman received the feeds from Cadiz.

In the colour and fize of its flowers, our plant correfponds 
vith the grandiflara of Jacquin, \vhich is probably only a 
variety of variabilis. The red colour on the under furface of 
the leaves, according to Jacquin himfelf, is not conftant. 

We regret, that not having feen the individual plant from 
which our drawing was taken^ we had no opportunity of 
examining the proportionate length of the ftyles and ftamens, 
which Jacquin confiders as a very important and confiant 
chara61er. We received however two pots of O x a l 1 s variabilis^ 
one with red, the other with white and pale flowers, from 
Meflrs. LoDoiGEs; many of the flowers of which we examined 
with care, but were much difappointed to find that the fituation 
of die ftigmas feemed to vary according to circumftances ; 
fomctimcs they were placed below the lower ferie« of anthers, 

more 



more frequently between the two feries, and now and then in 
ikded flowers above both. 

To us it appeared that, if examined in a very early ftate, the 
two feries of anthers were packed clofe together one upon the 
other, and the ftigmas were feen in the middle, even with the 
upper ones; but that in a little time the longer ftamens fhot 
above them, and the ftigmas paifed out between the filaments^ 
and were then. found above the lower and under the upper 
feries of anthers, and when the days were cold, this feemed to 
be their permanent (ituation ; but when the fun flione and the 
dky was warm, or from fome unknown circumftance, the fhorter 
filaments likewife (hot up above the ftigmas, and thefe were 
found below both feries of anthers. It feemed too that the ftyles 
fometimes began to grow after the filaments had ceafed to do fo, 
and fliot up beyond the longeft ftamens; but it was only in 
hdtd flowers that we found the ftigmas in this fituation, and not 
often in thefe. 

We had no reafon whatever to fuppofe that there could be 
di£Ferent fpecies in the fame pot ; yet, when we find fo ex- 
perienced a Botantft as J acq u in, aflerting that he had paid the 
greateft attention to this fubjeft for five fucceflive years, and 
bad examined a thoufand individuals without finding the charader 
vary, in the fame fpecies, in a fingle inftance, we hefitate to put 
the fame confidence in our few experiments, as we fliould 
Otberwife have done, and muft leave it to farther inveftigation.

Tbts magnificent plant, of the liliaceous tribe, flowered laft 
fimuner in the greenhoufe of the Right Hon. Charles LoNCt 
at Biomley-Hill, in Kent; probably for die firft time in EuropCs 
except the fingle flower produced from a poition of the ftem, 
without roots, which had been cut many months before in New- 
Holland, and from which chiefly M. Corrba efta|}Uihed the 
genua* 

From this plant we flcetched the following brief delcription. 
Radical kaoes about a hundred, four feet long, fword-fliaped, 
finooth, quite entire, with a very narrow cartilaginous margin, 
lower ones recurved, the others ered. From the centre of thefe 
grew iSscftem^ ox/cape^ quite ftraight, ten or twelve feet high, 
clothed with linear-lanceolate acute leaves flieathing the ftem at 
dcir bafe and fpreading upwards. Fhwers of a deep crimfon 
or morone colour, colledied in a roundifti terminal bead^ fur- 
lounded at the bafe by large, ovate-acuminate, green brakes / 
widiin there were other lanceolate brakes, of the fame colour 
with the flowers, and feparating thefe into fafcicles of two, three, 
or four ; two ftill narrower biaftes accompanied each individual 
flower the length of the germen and peduncle. Ladnue of the 
corolla fix, tongue-fliaped, obtufe with a nipped point. Filaments 
fabulate, fliorter than the corolla^ to which they are adnate or 

foldered 



foldercd at the lower part : Anthers the length of the free part 
of the filament, ere£t, four-cornered, hollowed at the bafe and 
affixed over the point of the filament like an extinguifher, 
covered with a dark green pollm. Germen flraight, obfcurely 
three-cornered : Style three-furrowed : Stigma three-lobed. 

In the figure of the flower given in the Tranfaflions of the 
Linnean Society, the germen is very much curved, which does 
not feem to be natural to the plant. 

We w^re informed that the flem began to fhoot the preceding 
fummer, and reached to the height of three or four feet; that 
then, the winter coming on, it remained quiefcent till the fol- 
lowing fpring, when it again refumed its growth, and the flowers 
began to expand by the end of July.

In the common Larkfpur (Delphinium Confolida) the four 
petals of the ne8arium are united into one and terminate behind 
in a fpur fheathed by that of the upper petal : in all the fpecies 
thefe parts vary materially in form and number. In this and 
the related genus Agon itum, Jussieu confiders the outer 
petals as calyx, and gives the name of petals to what Link'aus 
calls neSlaria. 

A double variety of this fpecies is very common in our 
gardens, and much admired fior the fplendid blue colour of its 
flowers. But the plant in its natural fingle fiate has been a 
defideratum, and has been only lately introduced from Ruffia^ 
by Meflrs. Whitlsy, Baamz, and Milne, of the Fulham 
Nurfery. We have likewife feen it at the Exotic Nuriery^ 
King's-Road. Native of Siberia ; a hardy perennial ; propa- 
gated by parting its roots and by feed.

Parkinson, fay whcnn this rare and fingular coloured 
fpecies was cultivated amoogft us nearly two centuries back, has 
been the firft to record it. Subfequently to him, we do not 
find that it has been noticed, until enrolled under its pre- 
fent title in ** The Obfervations on the Vegetables of Morocco" 
by Mr. Schousboi^ a DaniQi Botanift, who found it growing

ground^* between Gibraltar and St. Roque, in 1791 — 3. Its 
natural feafon of flowering, like that of Narcissus feroiinus^ 
(a fpecies from the fame parts and of nearly fimilar ceco- 
nomy) is the latter-end of autumn. In/erotinus the corolla is 
white, Jegmenis elliptically lanceolate, crrruon orange-coloured, 
hm)€S linear, channelled, fcape ftriate, and fomewhat edged.

NOTE. 

Narcissus trilobus. Supra No. 945. 

In the fecond edition of the Hortus Kewenfis, this plant 
appears under the fpecific name of nutans^ with a note thatr 
denies its being the trilobus of Linnaeus. We (hall not 
arraign the reafoning, on which the denial is founded; our 
friend, the excellent and learned writer of it, is now no more* 
We fliall only date, that we know that he bad never feen the- 
plant ; and that its identity with trilobus had been determined by 
comparifon with the fpecimen of that fpecies in the Linnean 
Herbarium. To any one who faw the plant, we are perfuaded 
the defcription contained in the " Species Plantarum^ would alone 
decide the point. Although LiNNiC^us calls it trilobus ; he 
fays in the fpecific charafter, that the crown is " fubtrifid," and 
in the appended note ^' obfcurely trifid and quite entire." G.

Sesamum indicum and orientale appear to have their fynonymy 
extremely confufed. Of the older figures in wood, thofc 
which we have quoted are all copied from the original one of 
Matthiolus; and appear to us properly to belong to this 
ipcdes, though generally referred to orientale^ of which we know 
ofnoreprefentation but that in the Hortus Malabaricus and the 
one in wood in Camerarius*s Hortus copied by Parkin son, 
and diminutively by John Baukxn. 

RUMPf 



RuM^F defcribes the leaves to be thrce-lobed at the bottom 
of the plant, ferrated in the middle, and quite entire or only 
finuate at the upper part ; but acknowledges that, in all tbete 
refpefts, they are fubje£l to vary ; their form feems therefore 
to be of little ufe in determining the fpecies. The lower 
leaves of our plant were three-lobed. In the Hortus 
Malabaricus Sesamum orientale is. drawn with leaves and 
peduncles alternate ; in all the figures which we have quoted, 
as fynonyms of our plant, they are oppofite, as they have been 
in all the genuine fpecimens that we have feen, except a little 
occafional deviation, and even then the difpofition to remain 
oppofite has been very evident. 

Both this fpecies and orientale are much cultivated in Egypt, 
and in the Eaft and Weft^Indies,^ for the fake of the oil procured 
from the feeds, which is of the mod extenfive ufe, and is faid 
to grow more mellow and agreeable with age. 

Our drawing was made from a weak .plant which flowered at 
Mr. Ver£'s, of Kenfington-Gore, in Auguft 1813. The (betdt 
of the feed-veflels was added laft fummer from a much ftronger 
plant which grew quite ere3, the produce of the lame feeds. It 
is a tender annual, requiring to be raifed and invigorated by 
renewed hot-beds, to bring it to perfe6tion in this country. 

RuMPF mentions two varieties of Sesamum ituticum^ one 
with white the other with black feeds ; we are informed by 
Mr. Anderson, that the feed^ of our plant are of a yellowim 
white colour, and were fent from Jamaica under the name of 
Vangalosa*

We received a very fine fpecimen of this beautiful plant in 
flower, feveral years ago, from our friend Thomas Furly 
FoRSTERy £fq. but we could not make it expand any of the 
buds, though covered wiih a bell-glafs and a bright fun ; and 
confequenily, from the fugitive nature of the bloflbm, we could 
not at that time get a drawing made of it. This fpecimen, 
bowever, afforded us the opportunity of obferving that the 
anther burft, and difcharged its globular pollen^ before the ex- 
panfion of the flower, and whilft it was clofely embraced by the 
membranous ftigma. This accounts for the circumftance, men- 
tioned in the generic chara6ler, of the fiyle being bent away 
from the anther; for this organ having already flied its pollen, 

could 



could be of no further ufe. At 4>vcry joint of the peduncle is a 
purpHQi-coloured concave bra£le, which drops off before the 
flower is fully opened. 

This elegant aquatic is generally confidered as a ftove plant, 
and may probably require that afliftance to bring it into blof- 
fom ; but, b^ing a native of the fwamps of South-Carolina, we 
prefume it would be better to preferve it in the greenhoufe 
through the winter, and remove it iQto the bark-ftove at its 
feafon of flowering. 

JussiEu includes Thalia in the natural ^order of Scitamin^^^ 
which he calls Catma ; but Mr. Robert'Brown has feparated 
a fmall portion of thefe plants into a diftin3 order, under the 
name of Cannea / retaining that of Scitaminea for the reft. The 
Camea of Brown, confift of the following genera; Canna, 
Maranta, Thalia, Phrynium, and perhaps Myrofma; and are 
diftinguiftied from the true Scitamineae, by their Ample anther, 
by the defe^ of a vitellum in the feed, and by their poffcfling 
no aroma at all, or at moft a very weak one. 

Flowers in July and Auguft. Our figure was taken from ,a

The genus Epipekdrumi a$ originally conftituted^ through 
the difcovery of a great number of additional (pecies, had be- 
come not only too cumberfome) but contained fo many plants^ 
with the parts of fru&ification fo differently framed^ as to 
require being feparated into difiind genera ; a talk undertaken, 
widi confiderable fuccefs, feveral years ago, by Prof. Swart z, 
and which has been farther elucidated by the labours of Robert 
BROWN9 £fq. in the new edition of Aiton's Hortus Kewenfis. 

Our prefent plant is placed by Mr. Brown between Cym- 
BiDiUM and GitcioiUMy and diftinguifhed from both princi- 
I»lly by the columnar with which in the former genus the 
labellum is articulated, and which, in the latter, is winged. 

It was named in commemoration of Mr. Brass, a man of 
confiderable botanical knowledge, who went to. Africa feveral 
years ago, to colleft plants for Sir Joseph Banks and Drs. 
Fothergill and Pitcairn. 

Introduced to the Kew Garden, by the Right Hon. Sir 
Joseph Banks, Bart.

In reading over the defcriptions of the authors above quoted, 
there appears to be confiderable contradi£iion exifting innheir 
accounts^ vhich may be owing perhaps occafionally to the con-> 
founding this fpecies with E. malaccenjis ; or there may be dif^ 
ferent varieties or fpecies. Rumpf defcribes our plant as one 
of the wild forts of Jambos a, diftinguifliing it from the do*

Our Lachenalia quadricdor^ though (hewn by Mr. Ker, 
at No. 1097 of the Magazine, to be in reality the original tricolor 
of the firft edition of Ait on 's Hortus Kewenfis, is ftill referred 
to in the laft edition of that work as a variety of pendula. 

We remarked on the publication of variety (a) of this fpecies, 
that it came nearer to tricolor than to pendula^ and to the former, 
perhaps, all our three varieties might be properly referred. 
Having, however, hitherto retained Jacquin's name of quadri- 
color, we think it beft to conunue it, efpeciallv as it is doubtful 
whether our Lachenalia tricolor (No. 82), and its variety 
(No. 1020) be not really a diftinCl fpecies from our varieties 
of quadricohr. 

Jacquin appears to have figured our plant as a mere variety 
of his luteola ; but as he has not added the leaves, we cannot fay 
how far they may have agreed in this refpeft. He obferves, that 
out of a hundred fpecimens^ only two had fpotted leaves ; if the 
figure in queftion belonged to one of thefe, there would be no 
doubt. ^

The purple Petalostemum, as an ornamental flower9 is by 
no means defpicable, but is more remarkable for its lingular 
ftrudure : being a diadelphous plant without any proper corolla^ 
having nine united and one detached filamenij as is mod ufual in 
the clafs. But the alternate filaments are barren, coloured, and 
expanded at top into a petal-like appendix. The folitary fila- 
ment is longer than the reft, channelled on the upper fide, co- 
loured, and expanded into a boat-(haped extremity ; which as it 
occupies the place of, fo it feems a fort of attempt towards, the 
formation of a vexillum* The feriile filaments are longer than 
the others and farther detached than is ufual ; the anthers are 
Marly globularj and abound with a bright orange-coloured

follen. The unripe germen certainly contains two ovula, but 
one feed only probably comes to perfe£iion. The calyx is in- 
flated, white, five-toothed : teeth hairy. 

That this plant has no real corolla was remarked by Thomas 
NuTTAL, Efq. who firft introduced it to this country. We 
received living fpecimens from this gentleman in the autumn of 
1813, which (lowered in the open ground, near Liverpool, but 
from the ab fence of our draughtfman could not get it drawn at 
that time. We )are informed by Mr. Nuttal, that this plant 
forms one of the principal decorations of the vaft plains of the 
Illinois, Tennaffee, and Louifiana, but its native country ap- 
pears to be particularly in the upper part of this laft ftate, to 
the bafe of the rocky mountains or Northern Cordillera, from 
whence it has been propagated eaflward by the great rivers thai 
meander through thefe regions.

The Proteas arc much admired for the variety, fingularity^ 
and frequently the fplendour of their flowers; tho boiuty of 
which confifts chiefly in the involucrum. 

Tbefe plants have generally been conlidered as very difficult 
of propagation, and not lefs fo of prefervation. But our mo- 
c !m cultivators have arrived at a better mode of treatment 
t lan was known in the days of Philip Miller. Mr. Joseph 
I night, in an Eflay on the Cultivation of the Natural Order 
c f Protcae, has given very full direSions for their management ;. 
a nd ftill more ample details may be found in the fecond edition.

factory mode of managing ibem^ to Mr* R. Sweet^ late of the 
Stockwell Nurfery, where we have obferved thefe plants to 
look remarkably well. _ 

Cultivation of the Natural Order of Fkotzacej^. 

In the firft place, it is neceflary that the pots fliould be well 
drained; for which purpofe, place over the hole in the bot- 
tom a piece of potlherd, then place another piece againft it, fo 
as to leave a hollow ; after that pot in a handful of potfherd, 
broken into pieces not larger than peas, and over thefe pieces 
ftill fmaller, till the pot is nearly one third-part fulL This is 
applicable to the management of plants of almoft every family ; 
for, by thefe means, the water foaks gradually off, and the 
mould is not allowed to get fodden. 

In the next place, for the genera Protea, Leucadendron, 
Leucofpermum, Spatalla, Sorocephalus, and Aulax; (vide 
B R o w N *8 Proteacea in the Tranf anions of the Unnean Society^ vol. i o.) 
all the fpecies delight in a compofition of rather niore than one-, 
third fand, and the reft light loam without any peat. The 
genera Serruria, Nivenia, Grevillea, Hakea, Petrophil^, Ifo* 
pogon, Bankfia, Dryandra, Lomatia, and Telopea, fucceed bed 
in three parts of peat, two parts loam, and . one part fand. 
When potted, they do not require any particular care more than 
other greenhoufe plants, except to let them have plenty of air, 
to avoid letting them flag for want of water, and never to water 
them over the leaves in cloudy weather. 

With regard to their propagation, let the wood be firft 
ripened, then take ofi^ the cuttings as nearly as poilible between 
the laft and prefent year's (hoot, pare them fmopth, and plant 
them4n a pot of fand, not too clofe together, as they are apt to 
get the damp amongft them, which readily fpreads from one to 
anothet* Let the pots be then placed in the propagation- 
houfcj^ watering them whenever they want it, but not over the 
leaves. In this way Mr. Sw££t has never found any of the 
iiipppfed difficulty in ftriking any of this natural order ; and 
even Telopca, the Embothrium fpeciojijfimum of the Botanical 
Magazine, he finds to ftrike as readily as any.

The Sprengelia incamata is a very ornamental (lowering 
Ihrub of fmall flature, firft defcribed and figured by Sir Jam£$ 
Ed.SmitH) in the Tranfa£lions of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences at Stockholm, and afterwards in Englifh, with a figure 
from a living fpecimen, in a volume of traOs relating to natural 
hiftory, naming it in honour of Christian Cohrad Sp&en- 
C£L, Profefibr of Botany at Halle. 

The flowers, which are verv numerous, are produced at the 
extremities of the ihort branches, and are of long Continuance. 
The calyx and corolla being much alike, and the laciniae of 
the latter, which are nearly white, with a pink tinse, exadly 
alternating with the fegments of the calyx, of a deeper role 
colour, give a brilliancy to what might otherwife be confidered

But this would appear to be very dif- 
ferent from either of the above varieties, as the corolla is faid 
to be white with narrow fegments. Mr. William Bartram, 
however, and probably with juftice, claims the firft difcovery 
of this plant, as appears by a fpecimen in pofleflion of Sir 
Joseph Ban Ks, colleQed by that traveller, about the year 1 774, 
accompanied with remarks ; in which, in his ufual florid ftyle, 
he obferves, that " it h the moft brilliant, fliewy, and gay flower- 
ing (hrub, perhaps, in the world ; it grows four, fix, or eight 
feet high, increases greatly by fuckers, and the flowers make a 
moil fplendid fhow in the vail plains, and on the fides of the 
hills, in Weft-Georgia and lower Cherokee country, in the 
months of April and May. The flowers are of all (hades, from 
a pale cream colour to a fplendid golden yellow, orange, and 
moft perfect fcarlet or flame colour ; and all thefe colours are 
fometimes feen on different branches of the fame plant, as well 
as on feparate plants , but a rofe-blufh or purple tint never oc- 
curs in the flowers of this fpecies.**

The SiLENE regia^ though nearly related to virginica^ muft^ 
ve aj5prehend, be confidered as a diftinfi fpecies ; for the latter 
is defcribed as being decumbent, and having bifid petals. It 
may perhaps be the variety found by Michaux in the Illinois 
country; and poflibly it may have been the fame that Ban- 
nister fent a.defign of to the Bifhop of London. Whether 
it be fo or not, his name of regia cannot be badly applied to die 
moft fplendid plant of the genus. The flowers are reprefented 
to us as rivalling in brilliancy the ho^zhi hfulgens^ a colour 
fcarcely to be imitated by art. 

We had not the opportunity of feeing this plant whilft living, 
but upon examining the dried fpecimens in Mr. Lambert's 
herbarium, we find that the petals are fometimes emarginate. 

Native of North- America. Found by Mr. N u tt a l, growing 
fpontaneoufly in great abundance, in the environs of St. Louis, 
on the Miffifippi ; from whofe feeds our plant was raifed in the 
garden of A. B. Lambert, Efq. at Boyton, where it grew to 
the height of between two and three feet.

As this plant is a native of New South- Wales in Auftralafia, 
this circumftance, in itfelf, leads to a fufpicion that it ought to 
be confidered as a genus diftind from Colutea, otherwife we 
own that we fhould hardly have been fatisfied with the charafiers 
by which the two genera are attempted to be diftinguiflied. The 
only contrafted points given in the Hortus Kcwenfis are, that 
the ftigma in Swain son a is terminal, in Colutea lateral; 
and the flight difference in the confiftence of the Legumen^ 
which appears to us not very remarkable after maturity. 

It was undoubtedly impoflible to feparate Swain son a 
from Colutea, whilft fruticofa and herbacea^ which fwerve 
much more remarkably from the European fpecies, remained 
atuched to the latter. Thefe are confequently raifed into 
diftind genera by Mr. Brown. 

The other fpecies of this genus has been already figured in 
the Botanical Magazine, under the name of Colutea (now 
Swainson A)|k2/^g;^//j (vide N"- 79a.) Both fpecies, the only 
ones known in our gardens, though eafily diftinguilhed by the 
colour of their flowers, are botanically charaderized, only by 
the difference of length of the pedicle of the feed-pod. 

An ornamental low greenhoufe ihnib, with herbaceous 
branches. Communicated by Meflrs. Whitley, Brame, and 
Milne. Introduced in 1802, by the Right Hon. Sir Joseph 
Banks, Bart.

The new edition of the Hortus KewenGs retains the four 
genera ; and, as without feeing the fruit, we (hould be at a 
lo(s whether to arrange our plant under Mespilus or Pyrus, 
we think it lafeft to leave it as we Bnd it. In habit, our 
plant has conGderable affinity with Py-rus Ametancbier and Bo- 
tryapium.

Cestkv u fajlipatum differs from diumum^ chiefly in the 
great length of the peduncle^ which is equal to, or fometimes 
longer than the leaf, and in the flowers being moftly colle&ed 
into a capitulum, fomewhat in the manner of the Honeyfuckle« 
They are white and fweet-fcented both by night and day. The 
number of fl:amens and of the laciniae of die corolla is very 
uncertain, varying from four to fix. 

According to Jacquin*s defcription, the berries are black, 
with a violet-coloured pulp, but his figure reprefents them ex- 
ternally blue. 

We have feen fpecimens of this fpecies in the herbariums of 
Sir Joseph Banks and of Mr. Lambert ; and in both placed 
along with diurmm^ from which it appears to us fu£Eciently 
difiina.

According to the ufual generic charaQer of Ageratum, the 
pappus of the feed fhould conGft of four or five fubulate paleae; 
Dut in our plant the papptu is fmall and cup-like, with five 
obtufe, nearly obfolete teeth, the limb of the corolla is five- 
cleft and rolled back : Jligmas very long, club-fhaped, erefl. 
In habit, and in every other refpe£t, it correfponds fo exadly 
vith Ageratum, that we have thought it right to continue it 
with that genus, notwithftanding the remarkable difference of 
the pappus. This part, indeed, appears to be liable to vary in 
the different fpecies of this genus. In the Bahkfian Herbarium 
ve obferve there is one, in which the palese of the pappus are 
nearly obfolete, but not united as in this. 

The native country of this lively herbaceous perennial is 
unknown to us. It was firft obferved in a garden at Briftol, 
but its origin could not be learnt. Hitherto it has been pre- 
ferved through the winter in the greenhoufe ; but when planted 
out in the open ground, it feemed to thrive bed where it was 
Mt much expof^ to the fun.

For this hitherto undcfcribcd fpecies of Jafmine, which 
promifes to be a great acquifition to our gardens, we are be- 
holden to the lady of the Right Hon* Charles Long, who 
obligingly fent us fpecimens from her garden, at Bromley-Hill, 
in Kent. The plant was imported from China, and bloomed 
^ firft time in the fpring of 1 814. At the prefent time (April) 
^ttgh only about a foot high, it has twelve bunches of very 
fragrant flowers. It has been hitherto kept in the confervatory, 
in a fmall pot of light earth and loam.

This plant has great refemblance to the figure of Plumier, 
above quoted, from vhicK Linnjlus probably adopted his 
mutiCOHliss yet we dare not confidcr them as certainly the &mie; 
and, at all events, the name of nudicaulis is fo very inapplicable 
to a plant that has no ftalk, but' a fcape only, and that too 
clothed at the inferior part with large bra3es, that the original 
one of Plum I ER feems every way preferable. In the Bank Can 
Mufeum, there is a drawing of a nearly-related fpecies, to which 
l^iNNiEUs's name of ftudicaulis is applied. The flowers of this 
are much fmaller and white, and the leaves are truncated with 
a fmall acumen. 

In our fpechnen, the fcape did not rife fo as to elevate the 
flowers above the brakes, perhaps from a deficiency of heat : in 
one which flowered earlier, the fpike was more lax, and the 
lowers, after deflorefcence, became patent; calyx, corolla, 
and flamcnsa perfiftent. 

This plant, like fome others^ both in this genus and in 
TiLLANosiA, holds a quantity of water in the bottom of the 
leaves ; which, it has been aflerted, they are never found 
without, even in the hotted weather, in a tropical country.

The BfiAvroRTiA JeciifiOa^ when covered with bloSbms, is 
a very fplendid Ihrab. As in Melaleuca^ the flowers are 
produced a little below the divifions of the branches. They 
entirely furround the fiem^ and are not confined to one fide, as 
in Calothamnus, No. 1506. Calyx inferior, top-ihaped, 
incurved : Ufnb five*cleft : fegments awl-Ihaped, the length of 
the petals. QmiUa five-petaled, green : petals concave, rounded, 
fides overlapping one another, inferted into the margin of the 
tube of the calyx. . Stamens polyadelphous. Filaments colle&ed 
into five bundles : the claws, or conne6ted parts, much longer 
than the corolla, the free parts divaricate or radiated, not half the 
lengdi of the claws. But the principal chara6ler on which the 
genus is founded, is afforded by the anthers : thefe are not in- 
cumbent, as in Melaleuca, but are inferted by the bafe, are 
two*lobed : hies more or lefs divaricate at the point, and deci- 
duous.

difcharging the pollen from the lower end. The germen is hairy, 
very fmall ; ftyle long and twifted in different direflions ; ftigma 
acute. Above the germen and below the infertion of the fila- 
ments, is a confiderable cavity filled with honey, and clofed 
above by a tuifuck of white h9irs, growing from the bafe of 
each bundle of filaments. Mod of the flowers appeared to be 
males, few of them having any obfervable ftyle* The flowers 
are axillary, and for the moil part grow in pairs ; but only one 
of them occupies the centre of the leaf, the other being as it 
were fupemumerary and placed on one fide. Leaves ovate, 
rigid, acute, recurved, underneath pale, about five-nerved, 
dotted with tranflucent glands. 

Native of the fouth-weft coaft of New-Holland, where it was 
difcovered by Robert Brovitn, Efq. Flowers with us in 
March, April, and May. Requires the protedion of a green- 
houle. Propagated by cuttings. 

The name was given in honour of the Duchefs of Beau fort, 
an early encourager of the fcience of Botany. Her grace pof- 
feifed a flourifliing botanic garden at her feat, at Badminton, in 
Gloucefterfliire, in the time of Sir Hans Sloan e, Bart, to 
the richnefs of which in rare exotics, the herbarium of that 
celebrated naturalift, ftill preferved in the Britifli Mufeum, bears 
frequent teftimony.

The Galea loiata is a nadve of Jamaica, and requires the beat 
of tbe ftove to bring it to perfe£uon ; aiid being a large pbmti 
and poflefled of few attraoions, will feldom m thought de- 
ferving the room that it muft neceflarily occupy there. It is, 
however, a plant of confiderable intereft, having been found to 
aflPord a moil valuable remedy asainft the faul fevers of St. Nevis, 
as our friend Mr. Lambert, from whofe colleQicMi at Boyton 
it was communicated to us in November laft, was informea by 
James To BIN, £fq. who fent him the feed from which our 
plant was raifed. 

Brown, in his Natural Hiftory of Jamaica, obferves, that 
^ it is an excellent bitter, and was in his time much ufed in 
America, where a fpirituous infufion of the tops was generally 
kept in moft plantations, and often adminiftered as an adive wann 
fiomachic.'' Lunan, in his Hortus JamaicenGs, alfo fpeaks of 
it as a noble vulnerary, and fays that it (tops all fort of fluxes.

Said 
in the former edition of Aiton's Hortus Kewenfis to have 
been introduced into this country in 1775, by Anthony 
Chamier, Efq. but in the new edidon, it is obferved to have 
been cultivated in 1710 ; being one of the plants recorded to 
have been delivered to the Royal Society from the garden be- 
longing to the Apothecaries Company at Chelfea. But it is the 
fate of moft alpine plants, to be foon loft, unlefs particular care 
be taken to preferve them. 

All the Card amines poflefs an antifcorbutic quality; and 
this fpecies is faid by Allioni to be much ufed in the cure of 
fcurvy, in the diftrifts where it abounds. 

As this grows naturally in wet places, it fliould, in the fummer 
time, have plenty of water ; or the pot in which it is planted 
fhofild cofiftantly ftand in a pan of water*

The Zanthorhiza, of which only one fpecies is known, 11 
an elegant little ihrub ; native of Carolina and Georgia ; and 
confequently, though confidered as hardy, is liable to be killed 
by fevere froft. As it takes up but little room, it may be ad- 
mitted into the confervatory, where it appears to more advantage) 
being liable to be overlooked among fhrubs of larger ftature. 

Its yellow root, from which it cakes its name, has been fup- 
pofed to offer a ufeful dye ; but we do not find that it has 
hitherto been applied to ufe. Indeed, produ8s affording a 
yellow colour are fo common, that, unlefs it ihould be afcer- 
tained to poffefs fome fuperior advantages, it will inoft probably 
continue to be overlooked. 

The flowers of this plant, though not fhewy, are curious; 
the neSarium confifting of five pedicled double glands, inferted 
between the lacinix of the corolla ; and which might be taken 
for fo many didymous anthers. Jussieu, who feldom admits 
of LiNNiEUs*s nedaria, confiders thefe parts as the petals, 
and what we have, with moft others, denominated condla^ he 
calls calyx. And in the fame way J:us8i£U interprets many 
other genera, belonging to the family of ranunculaceit^ to which 
order Zanthorhiza is referred.

Fine flowering fpecimens of this beautiful fhrub, in a living **' 
fiate, were tranfmitted to our draughtiman from Fonthill, by 
Mr. Milne, laft fummer. But as we had no opportunity of 
feeing them, except in a dried (late in the Herbariums of Sir 
JosxPH Banks and Mr. Lambert, we can only obferve, that 
the leaves are much narrower, more reticulated, and more acutely 
fiiwed, than m/erraius ; in which they are rather crenate than 
ferrate, in thofe fpecimens which we have feen. The flowers too 
are not nearly fo diftant on the racemes. The fruit of this fpecies 
is globular, the fize of a fmall floe, and, as the name denotes, 
blue; but we have not heard that any has been as yet produced 
in this coimtry.

Loddiges and Sons, 
in June 1814, vho informed lis that they raifed it from feeds 
feni'froin Vienna) under ^ ihe ntfoc of Di ahthm $ j^lveftris. 
It appears to us to be evidently the virpneusj as defcribed by 
Sir James E. Smith, in the Tranfadions of the Linnean 
Society, and figured by J acq u in, in fcw Flora Auftriaca. 
But the fpecies of this genus vary extremely, according to the 
foil and fituation. In our plants we have always found the 
calycine fcales to be only two ; but it is very probable, that in 
a (tony poor foil, when the peduncles are lefs lengthened, the 
braCtes (of which, in the cultivated plants, there arc one or 
two pair diftant from the calyx) may become clofely applied; 
and thus the number of fcates may be iticreafed to four, or even 
to fix* 

In WiLLDENow*s defcription of Dianthus vir^neus^ the 
calycine fcales are defcribed in one part as acute, and imme- 
diately afterwards as orbiculate.

The propagatioo of Palms in general is very difficult. Some 
fpecies of Zamia and Cycas may indeed be increafed by diviGon; 
but of forty-two fpecies of Palms, including cycade^j under cul- 
tivation, at the prefent time, in the ftoves of Meflrs. Loodig£s 
and Sons, not more than nine can be propagated in this way; 
the reft muft all be raifed from feeds, which ihould be fown as 
foon as gathered, or imported alive from the tropical climes of 
which they are natives. We are alfo informed by Mr. George 
LoDDiGES, that the whole family likes a fandy light foil, which 
will not retain the water, but fuffer it to drain off freely : and 
that their heads fhould be kept in a warm humid atmofphere. 
But every attempt to keep up the heat of the ftove to a ftated 
degree, he confiders as abfurd, as even the hotteft climates vary 
extremely ; and their ftoves at Hackney not unfrequently have 
a temperature of 120"^ and as low as 6o% in the fame day ; and 
this change is fo far from injuring their inhabitants, that thefe 
are manileftly benefited thereby.

We have not feen the ripe fruit; according to Fabrxcius 
it is a foft fucculent brown-black berry, crowned with the dried 
remains of the calyx ; but it is very doubtful whether he 
defcribes the faide plant, though his account of the corolla 
correfponds well enough. The germen in our plant is evi- 
dently fuperior, and could not therefore be crowned with the 
calyx, unlefs it increafes at the bafe only and elevates the calyx 
in Its progrefs. 

The rudiment of the fifth filament, and the equal, exferted 
fiamens approximate this plant to the gequs Lo nicer a, as a 
fpecies of which Burmann confidered it.

From the Proreflbr it was adopted by LiNN^eusy and inrerted 
in the ^tliineen(h edition of his Syftema VcjteCAbiliuihy by 
Murray. The difcovery of tbe real genus of this plant was 
made by the late Jonas Dryanb£r, Efq. who identified 
BuRMANN*s plant with a fpecimen brought from the fouth-wcft 
coaft of New-Uolland, by Mr. Men^ies, and afcertained it to 
be a true Mimosa, belonging to the divifion, fince feparated 
by WiLLDENow, under the name of Acacia. This plant 
is a native of the foutfa-wseft coaft of New-Holland, not of 
North-America, as at firft ftated in tbe Annals of Botany, but 
correfled in the errata. Whether Mr. Kleinhoff really 
coUefled his fpecimen in Java, as appears from Burmann*s 
account, is uncertain.

The whole plant, not excepting the corolla, is covered with 
a ftellated pubercence, thicker and frequently femigineous on 
the underfide of the leaf. The tube of the corolla has four 
lines, which may be fuppofed to mark out the adhefion of the 
four peuls, but which we have not found to be feparable 
widiout tearing. The leaves in different fpecimens vary from 
elliptical, to oblong-cordate ; the apparent finuofities of the 
margin arife from this part being unequally rolled back, rather 
than from any real incifure or dendculation. 

As Sir James £. Smith had given the diftinguifliing cha- 
raOers of this fpecies, when defcribing Corrjea virens in the 
Exotic Botany, and had called it rubra^ this appropriate name 
ought to have been retained; when the three known fpecies 
would have all derived their appellations from the colour of 
thrir flowers, alba^ virens^ and rubra: but as the nurferymen's

A few of the lower leaves 
are plain, but as foon as the Uowers begin, though they pre- 
ferve the fame form, take on an appearance of bra6tes, the 
margins being furrounded with a band, which, like the petals, 
is perfe£Uy white, and becomes broader and broader towards 
the extremity of the branch, till the uppermoft leaves are all 
vrhite except a narrow line along the midrib. The ftyles are 
united half-way up, then become bifid and revolute with obtufe 
fiigmas. The filamenu alfo are bifid. 

This fpecies approaches to nudiflora^ but differs eflentially in 
havmg folitary flowers ; befides that, the petals and every part 
of the fru&incatioD are larger, while the plant itfelf is much 
finaller.

For the clafs it belongB to^ the A r mica mtrntana is a ihewy 
plant ; but the prejudices ve hnbibe in the nurfery againft the 
Dandelion, otherwife a plant of confiderable beauty, have an 
inflaence upon our feelings with tefpeft to the whole of the 
fyngenefix, or at kaft of thofe that have yellow flowen : on 
this account! they are favourites with few. Many of themi 
however, poffefs very adive medicinal powers ; amongft which, 
this is one of ibe moft eminent ; though it has never been re- 
ceived into the London Difpenfa^ry. In the countries where it 
grows fpontaneoufly, it has been feldom overlooked, and its 
ilernutatory qualities have moilly acquired for it the name of 
Mountain Snuff. 

Dr. Co LI K, c^ Vienna, publifhed fach extravagant encomiums 
on the virtues of this plant, that, as has happened in many other 
inftances, if they had the effeft of acquiring for it a temporary 
celebrity, finally occafioned its total negleft. It is evident, how- 
ever, from the teftimony of writers both prior and pofterior to 
Dr. Colik's publication, as well as from its very a&iveienfiUe 
qualities, that it poflefles very valuable properties, and, where it 
can be obtained in perfe6iion, may be fuccefsfully had recourfe 
to, as a remedy for many difeafes.

Both the varieties of the Trumpet Honeyfuckle were culti- 
vated at Chelfea, by Mr. Philip Miller, who was doubtful 
whether they ought not rather to be confidered as diftinft fpecies.

This variety is too tender to bear the inclemency of our 
winters, if they happen to be at all fevere ; and therefore, when 
treated as a hardy (hrub, it is generally foon loft. It is a good 
climber for the confervatory, and its beauty renders it worthy 
of fuch a fituation. It has been fo long loft to our gardens, that 
when lately introduced by Meifrs* J. and J. T. Fraser, it was 
confidered as new«

Another variety, feni at the fame time, under 
the name of tatarica^ had fmaller flowers, calycine leaflets jnore 
fimple, and leaves lefs confluent, the four germens and ftigmas 
red. In a third fpecimeh, communicated by our friend, John 
Walker, Efq. the flowers were larger; petals twelve, jagged 
at the edge ; germens three, greenifli red ; ftigmas flelh-coloured ;

which there are white, flefh-coloured, and bright red varieties, 
all fweet-fcented, are much larger plants, and we are not certain 
that they are really of the fame fpecies.

Three fpecies of Du rant a are recorded in Willdenow's 
edition of the Species Plantarum ; but it is even doubtrul 
whether all of them are not mere varieties of the fame/ ^be 
branches in the fame fpecies are defcribed as being fometimcs 
befet with thorns, but often not ; the leaves as fometimes quite 
entire, at other times fawed at the edge ; and Swartz remarks, 
that the calycine lacinix of the fruit, J ac quints mark of dif- 
tin£iion, are found to be both erefi and twifted on the fame 
branch.

Every experienced cultivator knows, that the varieties to be 
obtained in this way are endlefs. 

Our prefent fubjefl i« the mod dwarfifli Rofe that has ever fallen 
under our notice, rarely producing any. branches, fo large as 
reprefented in our plate. We are inclined to conGder it as a 
mere feminal variety, perhaps of hybrid origin ; yet we cannot 
aflert that it is not a diftin6l fpecies.

The genus Boron i a was firft eftabliflied by the Prefident 
of the Linnean Society, in a volume of Trads relating to 
Natural Hiftory, publiihed in 1798: and dedicated to the 
memory of Francis Boron e, a native of Milan^ who^ 
though of humble origin, had an adive mind, zealous in the 
acquirement of natural knowledge, in the purfuit of which he 
loft his life at an early age, by an accidental fall at AthenS) 
during his attendance on the late Profeifor Sib thorp, after 
having accompanied Profeifor Afzelius upon a botanical ex- 
pedition to Sierra-Leone. LiNNiEUs has, in feveral inftances, 
named plants to the memory of young Botanifts, who unfor- 
tunately perifhed in the purfuit of knowledge ; honouring them 
with the title of martyrs to the fcience. Among thefe, his 
worthy preceptor does not hefitate to reckon Boron e, ^^ whofe 
indefatigable zeal and fingular acutenefs," the Prefident ob- 
ferves^ *< would foon have procured him other claims to the

honour of kaving a new genus named after hinii had his pre^ 
mature fate been poftponed.** 

Sir James Edward Smith has defcrihedf m the above- 
mentioned vorkf three other fpecies of this genus, none oF whtcb 
appear to have been as yet introduced into this country, though 
one of them, ihtferrulata^ feems to be a very ornamental planti 
and is (aid to poflefs the fcent of the role.

Upon the wholes 
it appears to us to be one of the moft defirabje planu that have 
been as yet mtroduced from New South- Wales.

We have found the fynonymy of this fpecies to be parti- 
c^ly puzzlingi as is remarked by HAtLERy who is himfelf 

very 



very confufed in this refpefL The difficulty arifes in part from 
its great affinity with de/cendens (Bot. Mag. Mo. 251.) to which it 
muTl be allowed to be too nearly allied, and of i^hich probably 
it ought to rank as a variety only. Willich, and latterly 
Haller, both con^Att fplkerocepbalon and de/cendens as the fame 
fpecies; and Villars Teems inclined to this opinion. 

The hiftory of Haller's change of fentiments is not a little 
curious. In his monogiaph on Allium, he had made two 
fpecies of them (No. 8 and No. 9); which LiNNiSUs, in his 
Flora Suecica, united. At this union, Haller exprefles his 
furprize, in the fecond edition of his monograph on Allium, 
pttblilhed in his opufcula. Then LiNNiEUs, in the firft edition 
of his Species Planurum, made two fpecies of them, and, as it 
appears that he had at that time no fpecimen of fplherocepbalon in 
his herbarium, thb was probably done in compliance with 
Haller's opinion; yet, in his Hiftoria Plantarum Helvetiae, 
the latter author has thought fit to unite them himfelf ; remarking, 
that LiNNiCUs, who was at firft right, had done \^ong in fe- 
parating them. Finally, LiNNi£Us, in his Syftema Vegetabi- 
liiim, orders Haller's fynonym to be excluded altogether. 
Hall BR ^as probably induced to change his ofSinion, and 
unite what he had before confidered as two diftin6i fpecies into 
one, by ^he ofcfervations of Willich, though he has not 
quoted this author. Willich had met yfvCa fpb^firocepbcdoH 

Sowing without culture in a garden, and fliewed the plant to 
ALLER, who pronounced it to be No. 8 of his monograph on 
Allium (No. 10 in his opufcula). Removing this plant into his ovo 
garden, Willich obferves, that in the following year it became 
in every refpeft the fame as defcendens ; Haller's Allium, No. 9, 
(No. 1 1 in the opufcula). This obfervation, could we fee furc 
there was no error, which, however, might eafily happen in a 
genus fo imperfeEily underftood, would be decUive. But wp 
are ftHl inclined to believe, that the greater length of die 
ftamens va Jpbarocephakn may keep them diftinQ. Lamarcjc 
and Decandollr, in their Flore Fran9oife, make defccTidemz 
variety of our plant ; as the former had before done in the 
Encyclopedie Methodique.

There is confiderable affinity between this fpecies and peUucida^ 
and it is not improbable that they have bMn fometimes coo- 
founded. But in the latter plant, as defcribed and figured by 
DxLLENius, the leaves are much thicker, coUe£ted into 
rofules, and do not ftand in diftant pairs, as in this. 

That our plant is the Crassula cenUtumdes of the Hortus 
Kewenfis we are fure, having compared it with a fpecimen pit- 
ferved in fpirits of wine in the Bankfian Mufeum. 

We know of no figure exifting of this fpecies which, from 
the brilliancy and long duration of its flowers, fo well defervct 
a place in evory coUeOion of fucculent plants. It is confidered 
as an inhabitant of the dry ftove, but will do very well in the 
greenhoufe, or even in the window of a light apartment.

The inconvenience of giving names to plants from the colour 
of the flowers, or other circumftances liable to vary, has often 
been pointed out ; and in this inftance the name of albiflora is 
fo perfeftly abfurd, that we have felt a neceffity of avoiding it. 
We have therefore adopted that q{ edtdis from Mr. Salisbury, 
which we ought perhaps to have dorte fooner ; but we were 
willing to deviate, as little as poflible, from the nomenclature 
ufed in the Hortus Kewenfis. In the prefent inftance, we 
the more readily depart from that authority, becaufe we cannot 
but entertain confiderable doubt, whether the Chinefe plants arc 
really varieties of the Siberian, 

At (irft appearance our plant may appear to be one of the 
varieties of PiEONiA Mouian^ but the herbaceous ftem, the 
fmaller number of capfules, tuberous roots, and different foliage, 
keep it altogether diftin£l from (hat fpecies. 

Several varieties of this fpecies have been of late introduced 
from China, of which this with large crimfon bloflbms, ap- 
proaching to fcarlet, is the mod beautiful. All of them are more 
or lefs fweet-fcented. Our drawing was made from a fpecimen 
communicated by Sir Abraham Hume, from his very interefting 
colleftion, at Wormley-Bury, Herts.

The fpecies of Cestrum have been hitherto very indifferently 
chara£ierized ; in fad, a great addition having been made to the 
genus by Jacquin in his Hortus Schoenbrunnenfis, it was not 
to be expeded that charaders framed only for a few fpecies, 
although they might ferve to diftinguifh fuch as were then known 
from one another, Ihould apply to thofe fince difcovered. The 
tooth-like appendage to the filaments is^ in this fpecies at lead, 
too inconftant a chara£ter to be ufefuL 

The laciniae of the corolla in our plant are obtufe ; but as, 
foon after expanding, the fides are rolled back, efpecially 
towards the point, they appear in that.ftate more acute than 
they really are. In Cestrum fafiigiatumj figured at No. 1729, 
the laciniee are rolled back from the apex towards the bafe, 

which 



which gives the flower a very different appearance. This 
charader appears to be conftant, and occurs ajfo in diurman. 

CcsTRUu Parqui is a native of Chili, in South-America, will 
live in the open air and produce flowers, and, in fome feafons, 
ripens iu fruit; but in this fituation it is always killed down to 
the ground in the winter ; and, if the weather prove fevere, the 
roots will perifli alfo. 

J ACQU I n's C. fatidiffimum is very like our plant, but has much 
broader leaves in proportion to their length, and grows to a 
Ihrub feveral feet in height. Our plant, when bruifed, like- 
wife emiu a naufeous finell ; and perhaps the only diSbrence 
may arife from the other being kept conftantly in die ftove. 

Native of the mountains of Chili, where it was firft dit 
covered by Father Feu il lee, in 32** fouth ladtude. Neither 
his figure nor defcripdon are fufiiciendy accurate to determine 
the idenuty of our plant with his ; but fpecimens gathered at 
Valparaifo in the fame country, by Mr. Archibald Menzies, 
and preferved in the Bankfiaui Herbarium, in every refpeft 
agree with our*s.
